Bill No. 125 of 1988 

A Bill to amend the Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic Substances Act, 1985. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-ninth Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic 
Substances (Amendment) Act, 1988. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint; and different dates 
may be appointed for different provisions of this Act, anfi any reference 
In any provision to the commencement of this Act shall be construed as 
a reference to the coming into force of that provision.

(hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), in the long title, after 
the word “substances”^ the following shall be inserted, namely: —

3. In section 2 of the principal Act,— 

(a) after clause (vii), the following clause shall be Inserted, 

namely:— i

the Central Government may, having regard to the available 
information as to its possible use in the production or manufac¬ 
ture of narcotic drugs or psychotropic substances or to the pro¬ 
visions of any International Convention, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, declare to be a controlled substance;’;

(iii) engaging in the production, manufacture, possession, 
sale, purchase, transportation, warehousing, concealment, 
use or consumption, import inter-State, export Inter-State, 
import into India, export from India or transhipment, of 
narcotic drugs or psychotropic substances; 

(iv) dealing in any activities in narcotic drugs or psv- 
chotropic substances other than those referred to in sub- 
clauses (i) to (iii); or 

(v) handling or letting out any premises for the carrying 
on of any of the activities referred to in sub-clauses (i) to 

other than those permitted under this Act. or any rule or order 
made, or any condition of any licence, term or authorisation 
Issued, thereunder, and includes— 

(1) financing, directly or indirectly, any of the afore¬ 
mentioned activities; i ' 

(2) abetting or conspiring in the furtherance of or in 
support of doing any of the aforementioned activities; and 

(5) harbouring persons engaged in any of the aforemen¬ 
tioned activities;’; 

(c) after clause (xxviii), the following clause shall be inserted, 
namely: — 

‘ (xxuiiia) “use” In relation to narcotic d’-ugs and psychotro¬ 
pic substances, means any kind of use except personal consump- 

tlon;\ 
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4. After Chapter II of the principal Act, the following Chapter shall 
be inserted, nEimely:— 


"CHAPTER HA 

National Fund for Control op Drug Abuse 

7A. (J) The Central Government may, by notification In the 
Official Gazette, constitute a Fund to be called the National Fund for 
Control of Drug Abuse (hereafter in this Chapter referred to as the 
Fund) and there shall be credited thereto— 

(a) an amount which the Central Government may, after 
due appropriation made by Parliament by law In this behalf# 
provide; 

(b) the sale proceeds of any property forfeited under Chap¬ 
ter VA; 

(c) any grants that may be made by arty person or institu¬ 
tion; 

(d) any income from investment of the amounts credited 
to the Fund under the aforesaid provisions. 

(2) The Fund shall be applied by the Central Government to 
meet the expenditure incurred in connection with the measures taken 
for combating illicit traffic in, or controlling abuse of, narcotic drugs 
and psychotropic substances for all or any of the purposes specified in 
sub-section (/) of section 71. 

( 3 ) The Central Government may constitute a Governing Body 
as It thinks fit to advise that Government In regard to the appllca. 
tlon of the Fund. 

( 4 ) The Governing Body shalll consist of a Chairman (not be. 
low the rank of an Additional Secretary to the Central Government) 
and such other members not exceeding six as the Central Govern, 
ment may appoint, 

(5) The Governing Body shall have the power to regulate its 
own procedure. 

7B. The Central Government shall, as soon as may be, after the 
end of each financial year, cause to be published in the Official 
Gazette, a report giving an account of the activities financed under 
section 7A during the financial year, together with a statement of 
accounts.". 

5. In section 8 of the principal Act, after the proviso, the following 
proviso shall be inserted, namely:— 

“Provided further that nothing in this section shall apply to the 
export of poppy straw for decorative purposes.”. 
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6. Aiter section 9 of the principal Act, the following section shall be 
inserted, namely: — 


“9A. (f) If the Central Government is of the opinion that, hav¬ 
ing regard to the use of any controlled substance in the production 
or manufacture of any narcotic drug or psychotropic suDstance, it 
is necessary or expedient so to do in the public interest, it may, by 
order, provide for regulating or prohibiting the production, manu¬ 
facture, supply and distribution thereof and trade and commerce 
therein. 

(2) Without prejudice to the generality of the power conferred 
by sub.sectlon (1), an order made thereunder may provide for re¬ 
gulating by llcenceis, permits or otherwise, the production, manufao. 
ture, possession, transport. Import Inter-state, export Inter-State, 
sale, purchase, cousumptlou, use, storage, distribution, dlspoisal or 
acquisition of any controlled substance.". 

7. After section 25 of the principal Act, the following section shall be 
inserted, namely: — 


“25A. If any person contravenes an order made under section 
9A., he shall be punishable with rigorous imprisonment for a term 
which may extend to ten years and shall also be liable to fine which 
may extend to one lakh rupees: 

Provided that the court may, for reasons to be recorded in the 
judgment, impose a fine exceeding one lakh rupees.’’. 


8. After section 27 of the principal Act, the following sectloki, shall 
be inserted, namely: — 


“27A. Whoever indulges in financing, directly or indirectly, aJiy 
of the activities specified in sub-clauses (i) to (o) of clause (viiia) 
of section 2 or harbours any person engaged in any of the aforemen¬ 
tioned activities, shall be punishable with rigorous Imprisonment 
for a term which shall not be less than ten years but which may 
extend to twenty years and shall also be liable to fine which shall 
not be less than one lakh rupees but which may extend to two 
lakh rupees: 

Provided that the court may, for reasons to be recorded in the 
judgment, Impose a fine exceeding two lakh rupees.”. 

9- After section 31 of the principal Act, the following section shall 
be Inserted, namely:— 


“31 A, (I) Notwithstanding anything contained In section 31, If 
any person who has been convicted of toe commission of, or attempt 
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to conimit, cr abetment of^ or criminal conspiracy to commit, any 
of the offences punishable under section 15 to section 25 (both in¬ 
clusive) or section 27A, is subsequently convicted of the commission 
of, or attempt to commit, or abetment of, or criminal conspiracy to 
commit, an offence relating to,— I 

(o) engaging in the production, manufacture, possession, 
transportation, import into India, export from India or tran¬ 
shipment, of the narcotic drugs or psychotropic substances 
specified under column (1) of the Table below and involving the 
quantity which is equal to or more than the quantity indicated 
against each such drug or substance, as specified in column (2) 
of the said Table:

(2) Where any person is convicted by a competent court of 
criminal jurisdiction outside India under any law corresponding to 
the piovisions of section 16 to section 25 (both Inclusive), section 
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27A, section 28 or section 29, s’uch person, in respect of such convic¬ 
tion, shall be dealt with for the purposes of sub-section (I) as if he 
had been convicted by a court in India.”. 

10. After section 32 of the principal Act, the following section shall 
be inserted, namely:— i 


“32A. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Code of 
Criminal Procedure, 1973 or any other law for the time being In 
force but subject to the provisions of section 33, no sentence awarded 
under this Act (other than section 27) shall be suspended or 
remitted or commuted.”. 


11. For section 36 of the principal Act, the following sections shall 
be substituted, namely: — 


“36. (1) The Government may, for the purpose of providing 
speedy trial of the offences under this Act, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, constitute as many Special Courts as may be 
necessary for such area or ar^s as may be spedfled in the notifi¬ 
cation- 

(2) A Special Court shall consist of a single Judge who shall be 
appointed by the Government with the concurrence of the Chief 
Justice of the High Court. 

Explanation.—In this sub-section, “High Court’’ means the High 
Court of the State in which the Sessions Judge or the Additional 
Sessions Judge of a Special Court was working immediately before 
his appointment as such Judge. 

(3) A person shall not be qualified for appointment as a Judge 
of a Special Court unless he is, immediately before such appoint¬ 
ment, a Sessions Judge or an Additional Sessions Judge. 

36A. (I) Notwithstanding anything contained in the Code of 
Criminal Procedure, 1973,— 

(a) all offences under this Act shall be triable only by the 
Special Court constituted for the area in which the offence has 
been committed or where there are more Special Courts than 
one for such area, by such one of them as may be specified in 
thla behalf by the Government; 

(b) where a person accused of or suspected of the commis¬ 
sion of an offence under this Act is forwarded to a Magistrate 
under sub-section (2) or sub-section (2A) of section 167 of the

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Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973, such Magistrate may authorise 
the detention of such person in such custody as he thinks fit for 
a period not exceeding fifteen days in the whole where such 
Magistrate is a Judicial Magistrate and seven days in the whole 
where such Magistrate is an Executive Magistrate: 

Provided that where such Magistrate considers— 

(i) when such person is forwarded to him as aforesaid; 

or 

(ii) upon or at any time before the expiry of the period 
of detention authorised by him, 

that the detention of such person is urmecessary, he shall order 
such person to be forwarded to the Special Court having juris- 
diction; 

(c) the Special Court may exercise, in relation to the per¬ 
son forwarded to It under clause (b), the same power which a 
Magistrate having jurisdiction to try a case may exercise under 
section 167 of the Code of Criminal Procedure. 1973, In relation 
to an accused person in such case who has been forwarded to 
him under that section; 

(d) a Special Court may, upon a perusal of police report of 
the facts constituting an offence under this Act or upon a com¬ 
plaint made by an officer of the Central Government or a State 
Government authorised in this behalf, take cognizance of that 
offence without the accused being committed to it for trial. 

(2) When trying an offence under this Act, a Special Court 
may also try an offence other than an offence under this Act, with 
which the accused may, under the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973, 
be charged at the same trial. 

(3) Nothing contained in this section shall be deemed to affect 
the special powers of the High Court regarding bail under section 
439 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973 and the High Court 
may exercise such powers Including the power under clause (b) of 
sub-section (1) of that section as if the reference to ‘'Maeistrate” 
in that section included also a reference to a "Special Court’’ con¬ 
stituted under section 36. 

36B. The High Court may exercise, so far as may be applicable, 
all the powers conferred by Chapter's XXIX and XXX of the Code 
of Criminal Procedure, 1973, on a H'gh Court, as if a Special Court 
within the local limits of the jurisdiction of the High Court were a 
Court of Session trying cases within the local limits of the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the High Court. 

36C. Save as otherwise provided in this Act, the nrovisions of 
the Code of Criminal Procedure. 1973 (including the provisions as 
to bail and bonds) shall apply to the proceedings before q Special 
Court and for the purposes of the said provisions, the Snecial Court 
shall be deemfid to be a Court of Session and the person conducting 
a prosecution before a Special Court, shall he deemed to be a Public 
Prosecutor, 
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36D. (1) Any offence committed under this Act on or after the 
commencement of the Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic Substances 
(Amendment) Act, 1988, until a Special Court is constituted under 
section 36, shall, notwithstanding anything contained in the Code 
of Criminal Procedure, 1973, be tried by a Court of Session; 

Provided that offences punishable under sections 26, 27 and 32 
may be tried summarily. 

(2) Nothing in sub-section (1) shall be construed to require the 
transfer to a Special Court of any proceedings in relation to an 
offence taken congnizance of by a Court of Session under the said 
sub-section (1) and the same shall be heard and disposed of by the 
Court of Session.’’. 

12. For section 37 of the principal Act, the following section shall b* 
substituted, namely;— I 


“37. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained In the Code of 
Criminal Procedure, 1973,— 

(a) every offence punishable under this Act shall be cogni¬ 
zable; 

(b) no person accused of an offence punishable for a term 
of Imprisonment of five years or more under this Act shall b« 
released on bail or on hig own bond unless— 

(i) the Public Prosecutor has been given an oppor¬ 
tunity to oppose the application for such release, and 

(ii) where the Public Prosecutor opposes the applica- 
i tion, the court is satisfied that there are reasonable grounds 

for believing that he is not guilty of such offence and that 
he Is not likely to commit any offence while on bail. 

(2) The limitations' on granting of bail specified in clause (b) of 
sub-section (1) are in addition to the limitations under the Code 
of Criminal Procedure, 1973 or any other law for the time being In 
force on granting of hall.”- 

13. In section 48 of the principal Act, after the words “State Gov¬ 
ernment”, the words and figures “or any officer of a gazetted rank 
empowered under section 42” shall be inserted. 

14. After section 52 of the principal Act, the following section shall 
be inserted, namely:— 


“52A, (1) The Central Government may, having regard to the 
hazardous nature of any narcotic dnisrs or psychotronic substances, 
their vulnerability ito theft, subeitltution, constraints of proper 
storage ^>aee or any other relevant considerations, by notification

(2) Where any narcotic drug or psychotropic substance has been 
seized and forwarded to the officer-in-charge of the nearest police 
station or to the officer empowered under section 53, the officer 
referred to in sub-section (1) shall prepare an inventory of such 
narcotic drugs or psychotropic substances containing such details 
relating to their description, quality, quantity, mode of packing,

(c) allowing to draw representative samples of such drugs 
or substances, in the presence of such Magistrate and certifying 
the correctness of any list of samples so drawn, 

(3) Where an application is made under sub-section (2). the 
Magistrate shall, as soon as may be, allow the application, 

(4) NoFtwithstanding anything contained In the Indian Evidence 
Act, 1872 oi thf" Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973, every court trying 
an offence under this Act, shall treat the inventory, the photographs 
of narcotic drugs or psychotropic substances and any list of samples 
drawn under sub-scction (2) and certified by the Magistrate, as 
primary evidence In respect of such offence.”. 

15. After section 53 of the principal Act, the following section shall 
Inserted, namely:— 


“53A, (I) A statement made and signed by a person before any 
officer empowered under section 53 for the investigation of offences, 
during the course of any inquiry or proceedings by such officer, shali 
be relevant for the purpose of proving, in any prosecution for an 
offence under this Act, the truth of the facts which it contains,— 

(a) when the person who made the statement is dead or 
cannot be found, or is incapable of giving evidence, or is kept out 
of the way by the adverse party, or w'hose presence cannot be 
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obtained without an amount of delay or eicpense which, under 
the circumstances of the case, the court considers unreasonable; 
or 

(b) when the person who made the statement is examined 
as a witness in the case before the court and the court Is of the 
opinion that, having regard to the circumstances of the case, the 
statement should be admitted in evidence in the interest of 
justice. 

(2) The provisions of sub-section' (1) shall, so far as may be, 
apply in relation to any proceedings under this Aot or the rules oC 
orders made thereunder, other than a proceeding before a court, as 
they apply in relation to a proceeding before a court.”- 

16. In section 69 of the principal Act, for sub-section (2), the follow¬ 
ing sub-section shall be substituted, namely: — 

‘(2) Any officer on whom any duty has been imposed by or under 
this Act^or any person who has been given the custody of,— 

(o) any addict; or 

(b) any other person who has been charged with an offence 
under this Act, 

and who wilfully aids in, or connives at, the contravention of any 
provision of this Act or any rule or order made thereunder, shall be 
punishable with rigorous imprisonment for a term which shall not 
be less than ten years but which may extend to twenty years, and 
shall also be liable to fine which shall not be less than one lakh 
rupees but which may extend to two lakh rupees. 

Explanation .—For the purposes of this sub-section, the expres¬ 
sion “officer” Includes any person employed in a hospital or insti¬ 
tution maintained or recognised by the Government or a local 
authority imder section 64A for providing de-addiction treatment.’. 

17. After section 64 of the principal Act, the following section shall 
be inserted, namely: — 


“64A. Any addict, who is not charged with airy offence punish¬ 
able under sections 15 to 25 (both inclusive) or section 27A, who 
voluntarily seeks to undergo medical treatment for de-toxiflcation 
or de-addiction from a hospital or an institution maintained or re¬ 
cognised by the Government or a local authority and undergoes such 
treatment shall not be liable to prosecution under section 27 once in 
his lifetime; 

Provided that the said immunity from prosecution may be with¬ 
drawn if the addict does not undergo the complete treatment for de¬ 
toxification or de-addictlon.”. 

18- Section 65 of the principal Act shall be omitted. 
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19. After Chapter V of the principal Act, the following Chapter shall 
be inserted, namely; — 


CHAPTER VA 

Forfeiture -of property derived from, or used in, illicit traffic 

68A. (1) The provisions of this Chapter shall apply only to the 
persons specified in sub-section (2). 

(2) The persons referred to in sub-section (1) are the follow¬ 
ing, namely; — 

(a) every person who has been convicted of an offence 
punishable under this Act with imprisonment for a term of five 
years or more; 

I (b) every person who has been convicted of a similar 
offence by a competent court of criminal jurisdiction outside 
India; 

(c) every person in respect of whom an order of detention 
has been made under the Prevention of Illicit Traffic in Narcotic 
Drugs and Psychotropic Substances Act, 1988, or under 
the Jammu and Kashmir Prevention of Illicit Traffic in Narcotic 
Drugs and Psychotropic Substances Act, 1988; 

Provided that such order of detention has not been tevoked 
on the report of the Advisory Board constituted under the said 
Acts or such order of detention has not been set aside by 
a court of competent jurisdiction; 

(d) every person who is a relative of a person referred to 
in clause i (a) or clause (b) or clause (c); 

(e) every associate of a person referred to m clause (a) or 
clause (b) or clause (c); 

(I) amy holder (hereafter in this clause referred to as the 
“present holder’’) of any property which was at any time pre¬ 
viously held by a person referred to in clause (a) or clause (b) 
or clause (c) Unless the present holder or, as the case may be, 
any one who held such property after such person and before the 
present holder, is or was a transferee in good faith for adequate 
consideration, 

©SB. In this Chapter, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Appellate Tribunal” means the Appellate Tribunal for 
Forfeited Property constituted under section , 68N; 

(b) “associate” in relation to a person whose property is 
liable to be forfeited under this Chapter, means— 

(i) any individual who had been or is residing in the 
residential premises (including out-houses) of such person; 
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(ii) any individual who had bean or is managing the 
affairs or keeping the accounts of such person; 

(hi) any association of persons, body of individuals, part¬ 
nership firm, or private company within the meaning of the 
Companies Act, 1956, of which such person had been or is a 
member, partner or director; 

(iv) any individual who had been or is a member, part¬ 
ner or director of an association of persons, body of indivi¬ 
duals, partnership firm or private company referred to in 
sub-clause (iii) at any time when such person had been or 
is a member, partner or director of such association, body- 
partnership firm or private company; 

(tj) any person, who had been or is managing the 
affairs, or keeping the accounts, of any association of persons, 
body of individuals, partnership firm or private company 
referred to in sub-clause (iii); 

(vi) the trustee of any trust, where,— 

(1) the trust has been created by such person; or 

(2) the value of the assets contributed by such 
person (including the value of the assets, if any, contri¬ 
buted by him earlier) to the trust amounts, on the date 
on which contribution is made, to not less than twenty 
per cent, of the value of the assets of the trust on that 
date; 

(uii) where the competent authority, for reasons to be 
recorded in writing, considers that any properties of such 
person are held on his behalf by any other person, such other 
person; 

(c) "competent authority" means an officer of the Central 
Government authorised hy it under section G8D; 

(d) “concealment’’ means the conceahnent or disguise of 
the nature, source, disposition, movement or ownership of pro¬ 
perty and includes the movement or conversion of such property 
by electronic transmission or by any other means; 

(e) “freezing" means temporarily prohibiting the transfer, 
conversion, disposition or movement of property by an order 
issued under section 68F; 

(/) “identifying” includes establishment of proof that the 
property was derived from, or used in, the illicit traffic; 

(g) “illegally acquired property”, in relation to any person to 
whom this Chapter applies, means,— 

(i) any property acquired by such person, whether 
before or after the commencement of this Chapter, wholly or 
partly out of or by means of any income, earnings or assets 
derived or obtained from or attributable to illicit traffic: or 
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(ji) any property acquired by such person, whether 
before or after the commencement of this Chapter, for a con¬ 
sideration, or biy any means wholly or partly traceable to 
any property referred to in sub-clause (i) or the income oi 
earning from such property, 

and includes— 

(A) any properly held by such person winch would 
have been, in relation to any previous holder thereof, ille¬ 
gally acquired property under this clause if such previous 
holder had not ceased to hold it, unless such person or an> 
other person who held the property at any time after such 
previous holder or, where there are 'two or more such pre¬ 
vious holders, the last of such previous holders is or was a 
transferee in good faith for adequate consideration; 

(B) any property acquired by such person, whether 
before or after the commencement of this Chapter^ fbr a con¬ 
sideration, or by any means, wholly or partly traceable to 
any property falling under item (A), or the income or 
earmngs therefrom; 

(h) “property” means property and assets of every des¬ 
cription, whether corporeal or incorporeal, movable or immovable, 
tangible or intangible and deeds and instruments evidencing 
title to, or interest in, such property or assets, derived from, or 
used in, the illicit traffic; 

(i) “relative” means— 

(1) spouse of the person; 

(2) brother or sister of the person;

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

In recent years, India has been facing a problem of transit traffic 
in illicit drugs. The spill-over from such traffic has caused problems 
of abuse and addiction. The Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic Substances 
Act, 1985 provides deterrent punishments for drug trafficking offences. 
Even though the major offences are non-bailable by virtue of the level 
of punishments, on technical grounds, drug offenders were being released 
on bail. In the light of certain difficulties faced in the enforcement of 
the Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic Substances Act, 1985, the need to 
amend the law to further strengthen it, has been felt. 

2. A Cabinet Sub-Committee which was constituted for combating 
drug traffic and preventing drug abuse, also made a number of recom- 
mendatlons for strengthening the existing law. In the hght of the re¬ 
commendations of the Cabinet Sub-Committee and the working of the 
Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic Substances Act, in the last three years, 
it is proposed to amend the said Act. These amendments, inter alia, 
provide for the following: — 

(i) to constitute a National Fund for Control of Drugs Abuse 
to meet the expenditure incurred in connection with the measures 
for combating illicit traffic and preventing drug abuse; 

(ii) to bring certain controlled substances which are used for 
manufacture of Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic Substances under 
the ambit of Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic Substances Act and 
to provide deterrent punishment for violation thereof; 

(in) to provide that no sentence awarded under the Act shall be 
suspended, remitted or commuted; 

(iv) to provide for pre-trial disposal of seized drugs; 

(v) to provide death penalty on second conviction in respect of 
spediied offences involving specified quantities of certain drugs; 

(vi) to provide for forfeiture of property and a detailed proce¬ 
dure relating to the same; anfi 

(vii) to provide that the offences shall be cognizable and non- 
bailable. 

3. The Bill seeks to achieve the above objectives.

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PRESIDENTS RECOMMENDATION UNDER ARTICLE 117 OF THE 
CONSTITUTION OF INDIA 

[Copy of letter No. 664/37/88-OPIUM, dated the 25th November, 1988 
from Shri Ajlt Panja, Minister of State in the Department of .Revenue 
in the Ministry of Finance to the Secretary-General Lok Sabha.] 

The President, having been informed of the subject matter of the 
proposed Bill to amend the Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic Substances 
Act, 1985, recommends under clause (3) of article 117 of the Constitution, 
consideration of the above Bill in Lok Sabha. 
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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Clause 4 of the Bill contains a provision under which the Central 
Grovernment niay, by notification in the Official Gazette, constitute a 
Fund to be called “National Fund for Control of Drug Abuse”, The 
Central Government may constitute a Governing Body as It thinks fit to 
advise that Government in regard to the application of the Fund. An 
annual report giving an account of the activities financed by the Fund 
together with a Statement of Accounts is also required to be published 
by the Central Government after the end of each financial year- The Fund 
is to be constituted by an amount credited to It, after due appropriaion 
made by Parliament by law- Some secretarial assistance will be needed 
to carry out the work relating to the Fund. It is not possible at this stage 
to visualise the nature and quantum of expenditure which may be 
involved in the creation and operation of the Fund. However, this will 
involve an estimated expenditure of about 5 lakh rupees per annum. 

2. Clause 6 of the Bill envisages regulating by licences, permits or 
otherwise, the production, manufacture, possession, transport, etc., of 
any controlled substances, by an order Issued under that section by the 
Central Government. It is proposed to enforce the order through the 
existing machinery. Therefore, no additional expenditure will be in-^ 
volved on this account. 

3. Clause 11 of the Bill provides for the constitution of Special 
Courts bv the Central Government or the State Governments and also 
for appointment of Judges to those Courts. The expenditure towards 
the setting up of Special Courts bv the State Governments and towards 
salaries and allowances of the Judges will be defraved out of the Consoli¬ 
dated Fund of the States. The expenditure toward? the setting up of 
Special Courts bv the Central Government w’ll be made out of the Con¬ 
solidated Fund of India. It is not nomiihle to visnaljse the expenditure 
involved for establishing Special Courts bv the Central Government, 
However, it will involve an estimated expenditure of about 35 lakh rupees 
per annum. 

4. Clause 14 of the Bill, tnter aVa. provides for disposal of seized 
narcotic drugs or psvchotropic substances which mav be specified by a 
notification bv ti^e Central Government. Tt is proposed to Implement 
this provision through the available macbinpry Therefore, no additional 
expenditure will be involved on this account 

5. Clause 19 of the Bill nrovides for Insertion of a new Chapter relat¬ 
ing to forfeiture of prooertir derive-i from oi- u'sed in, illicit traffic in 
narcotic drugs or psvcV'o+ropie cJibstsnces The Central Government is 
reouired to authorise certain oificets to exercise the powers and functions 
of competent aut.horitv appoint certain officers not below the rank of 
Joint Secretarv to receiim and manage'«iieh nronertv as mav be seized, 
frozen or forfeited. It also envisages the constitution of an Appellate. 
Tribunal for Forfei+O'l Prone’-tv Tt is pronosori to combine the offices 
of competent authority and that of Administrator and create necessary 
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infrastructure. As regards the Tribunal^ the Smugglers and Foreign 
Exchange Manipulators (Forfeiture of Property) Appellate Tribunal 
under the Income-tax Department, is proposed to be utilised for the 
purpose of this clause. As regards the other posts end the necessary 
secretarial assistance that would be required In the Ministry of Finance. 
(Department of Revenue), the same Is proposed to be created. The 
total recurring expenditure expected to be Incurred on the creation of 
infrastructure for enforcing the provisions relating to forfeiture of 
property and the operation of the National Fund for Control of Drug 
Abuse is not likely to exceed 47 lakh rupees. In addition, a non-recurring 
expenditure of about 1 crore rupees may have to be incurred. 

6 . The Bill does not Involve any other expenditure of a recurring or 
non-recurring nature. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION

Act; 

(vi) the drawing of samples and testing and analysis of such

2. The matters with respect to which rules may be made under the 
aforesaid provisions are matters of procedure and detail.
